Springfield, Gag February 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Many of the sturdy and sterling 
descendants of the SalsDurger settlers 
of Effingham county gathered here to- 
day to hear Cjark Howell discuss e 
issues in the camp for governor. 

It was military day in Springfield, and 
the Effingham Hussars, fgrty strong, 
_ under command of Lieutenant James N. 
Rahy, were here, too, holding their reg- 
ular dril] and parade. 

Considerable interest was added to the 
meeting by a number of questions asked 
with an evident purpose of gaining in- 
formation by ©. BE. Metzger, the popu- 
list leader of Effingham county. Mr. 
Howell invited him and any others to 
ask such questions as they desired, and 
his answers, explicit, prompt and to 
the point, elicited frequent applause in 
which Mr. Metzger himself often led. 


Voters Filled Court Room. | 


The court room was well filled with | 
voters from all points of the county, 
many driving !5 miles or more to hear 
Mr. Howell's address. Mr. Howell was 
introduced to his audience by Hon. A. 
N. Govenstein, of Efilngnam, member 
of the house of representatives and 
former state senator, who In all of his 
races has received the unanimous vote 
of his county without opposition. 

“The democratic pany uwuas always 
stood for principles rather than men,” 
Mr. Grovestien said,’ ‘and in this day 
of many candidates when our minds are 
laboring to solve the problem it is well 
for us to set down calmly and dispas- 
sionately and with the compass of truth 
mark out the lines we are to follow. 
Tet us see that the man for whom we 
cast our votes is an advocate of the 
principles we profess and stands square- 
ly And flatfooted on a platform of demo- 
cratic principles, of majority rule, sound 
business government, tariff for revenue 
only, and local.self government.

May Amend Amendment. 

If the conservative faction succé@é@ds in 
amending the Hepburn bill by inserting 
the review feature of the Knox Dill
